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INTRODUCTION 

By Hadhrat Maulana Fidaur Rehman Darkhawasti 

-^Principal of Jamia Anwarul Quran, Karachi^ 

Hadhrat Sheikhul Tafseer Hafizul Hadith Hadhrat 
Maulana Muhammad Abdullah Darkhawasti (R.A.) is 
from among the last of the religious, spiritual, and 
political leaders of the latter half of this century. 
Through him, not only is the light of knowledge and 
spirituality luminous in Pakistan, but he is also an 
initiator of religio-political leadership. 
Hadhrat Darkhawasti Rehmatullah Alahi was born-fa 
the year 1324 hijri in the month of Muharram on a 
Friday at the home town of his forefathers, Darkhawast. 
He received his primary education and training from his 
father. Upon completing the memorizing of the Quran 
at the age of 1 1, he occupied himself in studying Arabic 
! and related sciences under Qutbul Aqtaab Hadhrat 
; Khalifah Ghulam Muhammad Dinpuri rahmatullahi 
alayh. At the age of 18, he completed his 
Daurah-e-Hadith (final year of the Aalim course). At 
the time of graduation, Hadhrat DeenPuri rahmatullahi 
alayh handed him his graduation turban and advised 
him to continue in the line of teaching. 
Acting upon this advice, he first established a Madrasah 
in Darkhawast which he headed for fifteen years and 
thereafter, he established another Madrasah at Khanpur 
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which is existing for the last 45 years. He was not only 
the head of the madrasah, but also the nucleus of all 
administrative and educational affairs. 
He was the principal, Sheikul Tafseer and Sheikul 
Hadith of the Madrasah; and also the spiritual j>iiide 
who was responsible for the spiritual reformation of the 
: students. Apart from this, he travels extensively, both 
; within Pakistan and abroad for the purposes of 
; propagation and rendering political services to the 
i Muslims. Speaking the truth (facts) and fearlessness 
was the salient feature of his method of propagation. 
Striving to raise the banner of truth was his life 
irrespective of whether he was a journey or not, and 
irrespective of whether he was ill or not. In short, under 
no condition his thoughts are devoid of rendering any ! 
service to the Deen. Teaching and explaining the Quran < 
was his most beloved occupation. He had been teaching ; 
the Tafseer of the Quran every Sha'baan and Ramadaan : 
to students who have qualified as Ulama to the Ulama ; 
as well for the last 45 years. 

His Tafseer of the Quran is so effective and 
informative, that not only does one gain the knowledge 
but a sort of intoxication passes through the heart. His 
subject matter is such, that one perceives that he is 
receiving some divine guidance - he does not had any 
book in front of him, nor any notes. All he had was the 
memory which Allah has blessed him with whereby he 
explains them of the Rukus & Surah and the connection 
between the verses. One perceives waves of verses and 
Ahadith which are quoted in support of what he says. 
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His explanation and speech exposes total devotion and 
love for Rasulullah Sallallahu alayhi Wasallam and a 
perfect example of one who acts according to the 
Sunnah is seen before one's eyes. It based on his unique 
capability and competency in the Tafseer of the Quran. 
It could be said without any exaggeration that there is 
no religious and spiritual Aalim in the entire country 
j who possesses such knowledge of the Quran and 
jHadith together with these intellectual 
J accomplishments, he is also a Shaykh-e-Tariqat 
| (spiritual guide). Certain aspects of what teaches to his 
| mureeds (followers) have been mentioned in this 
J booklet.

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The Ten Conditions for Succes 

Hadhrat Maulana Muhammad Abdullah Darkhawasti 
Rehmatullah Alahi was a great Sufi Sheikh of the 
Qadiriyyah order. The wazifahs and zikrs that the; 
normally teaches to his mureeds and followers have : 
been concisely presented in this booklet,: 
Fayzaan-e-Rahmat. He has granted an open permission \ 
to read and recite these wazifahs. Any Muslim can! 
choose them for permissible means. Insha Allah, the ; 
person who recites them will perceive the blessings of; 
this permission that he has granted. At the end of the ] 
book there are a few wazifahs of Shaykhul Islam; 
Hadhrat Maulana Darkhwasti Rehmatullah Alahi grants I 
permission for their recital as well. i 
It should be borne in mind that in order for wazifahs, 
acts of ibaadah, and duas to be effective and accepted - 
there are a few conditions and pre-requisites. It is 
necessary to abide by them. 
They are : 

1. Food, drink, and clothing must be obtained through 
halaal earnings. Rasulullah Sallallahu Alayhi wa 
Sallam is reported to have said that if a person's 
food and drink is through haraam earnings and he 
continues making dua to Allah be saying "O my 
Lord! O my Lord!" then how can his dua be 
accepted. 

2. Shirk (polytheism) and bid'ah (innovations) must 
be abstained from. 




3. The rules, regulations, and salient features of the 
Deen must be respected. 

4. All actions should be fulfilled with complete 
attention and humility to Allah Ta'ala. 

5. One should safeguard him from external and 
internal sins, and also form pride and vanity. 

6. Forgiveness must be sought from Allah Ta'ala for 
oneself and for all the Muslims. Special duas 
should be made for one's parents and spiritual 
guides. 

7. Some sort of noble deed or act should be carried 
out before making a dua. 

8. Dua should be made with full concentration, after 
having praised to Allah Ta'alla and having sent 
salutations to Rasulullah Sallallahu Alayhi wa 
Sallam. 

9. If there is any delay in attaining one's goals and 
ambitions, one should not become despondent, nor 
should one abandon making duas. 

10. Do not make dua for impossible and haraam things. 
Dua should be made with both the hands raised. ; 
Complete the dua after having said "Aameen" and : 
reciting durood. Thereafter, pass the hands over the j 
face. ; 
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DUA 



Dua is the essence of ibaadah. The Quran has referred 
to dua as a form of ibaadah. It ha also warned those 
who abandon dua out of haughtiness and pride that they 
will be put into jahannam in a very despicable way. 
Allah Ta'ala says : 

"Call unto Me, 1 will respond to you. Most certainly. 

those who display arrogance in worshipping Me, will ! 

enter in hell, disgraced." (Al-Quran 40:60) 

I ladhrat Nu'maan bin Bashccr Radiallahu Anhu relates 

that Rasulullah Sallallahu Alayhi Wasallam said : "Dua 

is actually a form of ibaadah." 

It is for this reason that abandoning of dua actually 
entails abandoning ibaadah. Under no condition should 
dua be abandoned. One should continue making dua to 
Allah alone for every need of his, irrespective of 
whether it is a worldly need, or for the hereafter. 
Rasulullah Sallallahu Alayhi Wasallam has said; "You 
should ask Allah alone to fulfill all your needs, so much 
; sp, that if your shoes lace break-off, you should ask 
Allah alone." 

If you do not have any need, even then create some sort 
of need and ask Allah Ta'alla. Present your need in His 
: presence and choose some sort of Zikr for this purpose. 
After spending your time in your Deeni and worldly 
responsibilities, in your ibaadaat, and in benefiting 
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I from the company of the ulama and pious servants of I 
j Allah. Thereafter, if you have any spare time, spend it j 
j in the remembrance of Allah Ta'ala and do not waste j 
I your time in useless activities. j 
| It is also very beneficial to make dua for the well-being j 
j of your Muslim brothers. Such duas are very readily j 
! accepted. It is mentioned in a Hadith that the quickest ! 
| dua to be Muslims in the latter's absence. It is { 
j mentioned in another Hadith that when a person makes j 
1 dua for another Muslim in his absence, the angels say i 
j Aameen to such a dua. In addition to this, they also j 
j make dua for the person who made the dua so that he » 
j may also be blessed with the same bounties which he j 
} had asked for on behalf of his Muslim brother. j 
j It is extremely important to abstain from sin in o;der for j 
j one's duas and zikr to have any effect. Ibn Qayyim j 
jal-jawzi rahmatullahi alayh says : "Sin is actually! 
! impurity and filth." If a person is sunk in impurity and i 
j also applies the perfume of Zikrullah, then even that j 
| perfume will be destroyed by that impurity. If a sin is j 
i committed, one should immediately make taubah with t 
j the firm intention that he will abstain from sinning in [ 
j the future. Insha Allah, in this way the effects of dua | 
J and Zikrullah will become apparent very quickly. In t 
I order to gain the barakah. acceptance and success in j 
| our duas, our zikr, and in all our good deeds; the j 
1 following ten points are of paramount importance: j 
] 1. The intention has to be corrected. Rasulullah j 
S Sallallahu Alayhi Wasallam has said that intentions j 
} are the basis for our actions. t 
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2. Our beliefs have to be in accordance with the 
Quran and Sunnah. One must have full belief and 
conviction in the principles of Imaan: that is, the 
oneness of Allah Ta'alla, belief in all the prophes, 
belief in the books of Allah, belief in taqdeer, belief 
in the angels, the hereafter, the finality of the 
prophethood of Rasulullah Sallallahu Alayhi 
Wasallam, and all the other necessities of Deen. 

3. AH our monetary and physical forms of zikr and 
i ibaadah must carried out for Allah Ta'alla alone, 

thereby fulfilling the dua that we make: "You alone 
do we worship, and You alone do we seek help 
from." Allah Ta'alla says: "And worship your Lord 
until death overtakes you." 

4. Have complete trust in Allah Ta'alla. Whoever has 
complete trust in Allah Ta'alla, He will suffice him. 

5. Have fear for Allah in your heart and never be 
fearless of His punishment. 

6. Act strictly in accordance with the Quran and 
Sunnah. This is the real means to wards social and 
spiritual reformation and is through this that Allah 
Ta'ala will love us and forgive us. 

7. One should always respect the Sha'aa'irullah 
(salient features or signs of Allah). Hadhrat Shah 
Waliyullah Rahmatullahi Alayh says that there are 
four major signs. It is necessary for the person to 
honor and respect them himself, and at the same 
time he should not allow anyone else to despise 
them. They are : 

(a) The Quran. It should be respected at all times. One 
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! should occupy oneself in learning and teaching it t 
| all the time. j 
I (b) Respect and honor to Rasulullah Sallalahu Alayhi j 
I wa sallam. One should always follow his Sunnah ! 
j and way of life. j 
|(c) Respect for the Ka'bah. One should make tawaafj 
and Haj j. One should not spit in the direction of the t 
Ka'bah, nor should one face or turn one's back j 
towards the Ka'bah when relieving oneself. j 
(d) Salaat. One should offer it with respect andl 
humility himself, and also respect the salaat of j 
others by not walking across the person offering j 
salaat. Neither should he speak aloud in his* 
presence, nor should he recite the Quran aloud, nor j 
engage in loud Zikr. i 

8. Always have the remembrance of " The Beneficent" j 
and "The Merciful" in your heart. Choose the j 
company of the pious in conformity to His order i 
when He says in the Quran: "Be with the truthful." j 
Always keep away from the company of shaytaan j 
and be cautious of ill-mannered and evil person. 1 

9. Always be mindful for the good of others, and also j 
call others towards good in a respectable manner, j 

10. Never be unmindful of the remembrance of Allah 1 
and continue making dua to Him. j 

Allah Ta'ala says: "Remember Me, and I will remember i 
you." It is mentioned in a Hadith that Allah Ta'ala says: j 
"The person who remembers Me in his heart, 1 j 
remember him very well, and the one who remembers [ 



j Me in a gathering, I remember him in a better gathering { 
{ (i.e. gathering of angels)". j 
| It is mentioned in another Hadith that Allah Ta'ala has | 
| certain special angels who are always in search of those t 
j who remember Allah. When they find any group that is I 
| occupied in the remembrance of Allah, they call each j 
1 other and direct them towards that place and inform i 
j them that this is actually the object of their reaches j 
| right upto the heavens. When these angels go in the | 
1 presence of Allah, Allah Ta'ala asks them (despite Him 1 
j having knowledge thereof): "What are My servants! 
| saying?" The angels reply: "They arc praising and j 
t glorifying you." Allah Ta'ala then asks: "Have they seen 1 
j Me?" They reply: "We swear by Allah that they haven't j 
| seen You." Allah then asks: "What would they have 1 
j done had if they see Me?" j 
| They reply : Then they would have carried out praising, j 
i worshiping and glorifying you much intensify. I 
j Allah Ta'ala then asks "What were they asking for?" j 
| They reply: "They are asking for Jannat." Allah asks: j 
I "Have they seen Jannat?" They reply: "We swear by 1 
j Allah that they also have not seen Jannat". Allah Ta'ala] 
j asks: "If they could see then what would happen?" The j 
i reply: "In such a case they will have an ardent desire for j 
| it, their craving for it will be intense, and their yearning j 
| for it will be fierce." Allah Ta'ala then asks: "What were j 
t they seeking refuge from?" They reply: "They were j 
j seeking refuge from jahannam." Allah asks: "Have they j 
j seen jahannam?" They reply: "No, they haven't seen j 
t jahannam." Allah asks: "If they see jahannam what will j 



they do?" They reply: "In such a case, they will fear it 
tremendously and run far away from it." Eventually 
Allah says: "Now listen to Mc. I am making you my 
witnesses that 1 have forgiven all of them. "One of the 
angels says: "O Allah! One of those who was silting in 
that gathering, was sitting there for some other 
purpose." Allah replies: "These people are such, that 
even those who sit in their company will not be 
deprived (of My forgiveness)." 

Many other Ahadith have been nevertheless, one should 
never be unmindful of making zikr because this zikr 
polishes the heart.

This dua of Hadhrat Faatimah radiallahu anha should 
be read after the Fajr salaat together with Durood 
Shareef 3times before and after the dua. It is extremely 
beneficial for fulfillment of all one's needs. The blessed 
dua is:

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i A VERY EFFECTIVE ZIKR OF EVERY 
DIFFICULTY, SICKNESS AND NEED 

For every hardship, sickness, difficulty, poverty, fear of 
harm from the enemy - in short, for whatever reason 
this zikr may be read, one's needs and goals will Insha 
Allah be fulfilled. Insha Allah one will experience the 
effects of this zikr from the very first day. On 
completing one's normal zikrs after the Fajr salaat read 
Durood Shareef three times. Thereafter, read the 
following zikr for a minimum of 7 times and a 
maximum of 100 times. Thereafter, read Durood 
Shareef three times and blow on yourself. 
The Durood Shareef of the Qadiriyyah silsilah is: 

The Zikr to be read is: ; 




FOR SUSTENANCE 

For an ease in one's sustenance and the payment of; 
debts, an open permission is granted to read the; 
following Wazifah which is extremely beneficial. First ; 
read Durood Shareef three times in the beginning, i 
thereafter read the following Aayah 100 times, follow it | 



with Durood Shareef three times and then blow on 
yourself. This should be done after the Fajr salaat. The 
verse is: 

THE VIRTUES OF KALIMAH TAYYIBAH 

After the recitation of the Quran, the most virtuous 
form of zikr is La Ilaha Illallah. The method of reading 
this is that the person should continue reading La Ilaha 
Illallah in one breath. Once his breath breaks, he must 
read Muhammadur Rasulullah one time. He should read 
this daily 100 times. Gradually, he should increase this 
to 1000 times. Hadhrat Jaabir radihallahu anhu says 
that Rasulullah Sallallahu Alayhi Wasallam has said: 
"Read La Ilaha Illallah and thereby renew your Imaan." 
In other words, read it abundantly. 

THE BENEFITS OF ISTIGHFAAR 

There is short form of Istighfaar which should be read 
abundantly and which is beneficial for increase in one's 
sustenance, getting rid of all sorrow,' and fulfilling all 
one's needs. The dua is as follows: 

Translation: "O my Lord! Forgive and have mercy, you 
are the best of all those who show mercy." 
By reading this dua, one not only attains what he asks 
for. but also gains the benefit of reciting the Quran, 
making Istighfaar. and making dua. 



A SPECIAL ZIKR FOR SUSTENANCE 

For abundance in sustenance, Hadhrat Shah 
Waliyullah's (rahmatullahi alayh) line of tasawwuf has 
the following special zikr. After the Esha salaat read 
"Ya Mughni" 1 100 times: 

Furthermore, recite Surah-al-Muzammil 7 times daily in 
the following manner: recite this surah once after each 
i of the five daily fardh salaats and two times between 
; the Sunnah and Fard of the Fajr salaat. In this way, you 
I would have recited Surah-al-Muzammil 7 times in 
: twenty four hours. If you were unable to recite this 
surah between the Sunnah and fard of the Fajr salaat 
because of a shortage of time, then read it three times 
after the fardh of Fajr salaat. 

DUA FOR MARRIAGE AND A PIOUS FAMILY 

If a person whishcs to get married, of wishes that his 
wife and family become pious, he should read the 
following dua: 

DUA TO ATTAIN ALL THE GOOD OF THIS 
WORLD AND THE HEREAFTER 

In order to attain the good of this world and the: 
hereafter, read this dua: ; 

Translation: "O Allah! Give us the good of this world i 



and the good of the hereafter, and save us from the 
punishment of the fire." 

DUAS FROM THE QURAN IN ORDER TO 
ACQURE FORGIVENESS 

The duas that are mentioned in the Quran are more 
virtuous than all other duas. This is because apart from 
them being duas, they also entail recitation of the 
Quran. 

When seeking forgiveness and asking Allah Ta'ala to 
forgive you for yours sins, read the dua that was made 
by Hadhrat Aadam (alayhis salaam). 




Translation: "O our Lord! We have wronged ourselves. 
If You do not forgive us and do not have mercy on us. 
we will most certainly be from among those who are 
doomed." 

There is no specified numbers of times that this dua 
should be read. If it is read 100 times daily, it will be 
very good. Also add Durood Shareef three times before 
and three times after this dua. 

DUA FOR EVERY DIFFICULTY AND EVERY 
NEED 

For every difficulty and every need, the dua of Hadhrat 
Yunus alayhis salaam is extremely beneficial. 
Rasulullah Snllfillnhli alayhi Wasallam has said that 
whichever Musjim will add this dua which Hadhrat 



! Dhun Noon alayhis salaam (another name for Hadhrat 
| Yuiuis) had made when he was in the stomach of the 
' fish and said:

FOR PROTECTION AND EVERY NEED 

In order to attain all one's goals and ambitions in this 
world and in the hereafter, for the protection of one's 
life, wealth, and honour, and for protection from one's 
enemies: the following dua is extremely beneficial.

| barakah. and to leav e them will be a source of great 
; regret. Those who waste their time in futile activities do 
i not have the capability of reading these surahs. 
DUA TO SAFEGUARD ONESELF FROM THE 
MISCHIEF OF DAJJAL 

In order to safeguard oneself from the mischief of 
dajjal. one should regularly reeite the first ten verses of 
Surah al-Kahf. 

FOR INCREASE IN SUSTENANCE AND

In order to experience some ease in one's sustenance, 
protection f r cm one's enemy, and attain 
self-sufficiency: recite Surah al-Waaqi'ah daily every 
night.
